Claims Appendix

A review of the file reveals that claim 19 in the appendix of the Appeal 
Brief is not consistent as amended in the Amendment filed on October 24, 2006. The Appeal 
Brief of claim 19 (page 18) reads: "The machine-readable medium of claim 10. . ." However, the 
Amendment dated October 24, 2006 claim 19 (page 4) reads: "The machine-readable medium of 
claim 11...." Appropriate correction is required. 
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CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner to: 

1) hold the Appeal Brief filed June 22, 2007 defective, as required by 37 CFR § 41.37(d); 

2) notify the Appellant to submit a "paper" which corrects the Appeal Brief's Claims 
Appendix under 37 CFR § 41.37(c)(l)(viii); 

3) acknowledge and consider any "paper" submitted by Appellant to correct the Appeal 
Brief; and
